SPANISH RELATIONS. 
IMPORTANT DOCUMENTS TO BE SUBMITTED TO 
CONGRESS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Trioune, 

Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 18.—The President 
will to-morrow, or on Tbureday next, submit to 
Congress the greater portion of the resent corre- 
spondence with Spain on the Cuban question, to- 
gether with the replies from the principal Gov- 
erpments of Europe in answer to a letter sent to 
Minister Cushing in Noyember last, and which 
contained the views of the Administration on 
mediatien and intervention. As substantially 
expressed in the annual message to Congress, 
this letter to Cushing was sent in duplicate*to 
our representatives in Great britain, France, and 
Prussia, with & request that it should 
be shown to those Governments, not 
by way of securing their co-operation 
or intervention to end the struggles in Cuba, 
but to obtain their views, and the moral effect 
which it was thought they. would have upon 
Spain in procuribg some peaceable solution. 
This was the touddation for the much-taiked-of 
note to the European Powers. Great Britain 
was the first to réply, indorsing the proposition 
of the United States, and seconding, in the in- 
terest of humanity and commerce, any effort of 
this Government: for peace. The correspond- 
ence further shows that Great Britain proposed 
to co-operate with this Government in secur- 


ing the indemnity for the families 
of the British abd American Virginus 
prisoners, and in demanding the trial 


of the butcher, Burriel. While 1t does not pro- 
pose joint intervention in Cuba, it expresses a 
willingness to join in the steps of mediation 
which the United States are discussing, aud so 
writes to its Minister at Madrid. ‘The replies of 
other European Powers—notably Austria—are 
nearly or quite as favorable. 
THE LAST SPANISH NOTE. 

The most important portions of the corre- 
spondence and it was not decided at the Cabi- 
net meeting to-day whether it should be 
made public now or not—is the reply 
of the Spanish Cabinet to the note sent 
through Minister Cushing to Spain and 
other Powers. This reply devies utterly that 
the United States are commercially suffering 
to the extent claimed by Secretary Fish's note 
because of the insurrection in Cuba, asserts now 
that our commerce is greater than when the war 
broke out there, and that during the last three 
years it has shown a ratio of increase. It claims 
that reciprocally he commerce of Cuba is largely 
in excess of out exports to that island. Itis 
further claimed that Spain has provided for the 
adjudication of claims of United States citizens, 
and bas not molested the property 
of those within Spanish protection. The 
note adds that the facts show tbat the 
United States Government are not justified in 
suggesting mediation or intervention in Cuba in 
the interest of numanity or international comity, 
and that we really have no cause of complaint. 
The temper of the reply. without being warlike, 
is firm and high-toned, and seems to intimate a 
knowledge that this Government bas consulted 
other European Powers on mediation. The 
presentation of the correspondence transfers 
the question of, intervention or mediation to 
Congress, where it belongs, and marks the di- 
viding line for the present of a possible collision 
with Spain. 3 i 

SCHOOL AND CHURCH. 
WILLIAMS’ CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT.

Wasuinarox, D. C., Jan. 18.—Williams, of 


Wisconsin, to-day proposed an important mod- 
ification of Blaihe's constitutional amendment 
on the school and religious question. Williams’ 
proposition is designed to settle the whole sub- 
ject matter in controversy, and forever remove 
the school question from national politics, 
Biaine’s amendment provides that no money 
raised by taxation in any State for the support 
of public schools, or derived from any public 
fund therefor, hor any public land devoted 
thereto, shal! ever be under the control of any 
religious sect; nor shall any money 80 raised or 
lands so devoted be divided between religious 
sects or denominations.” Williams’ amendment 
adds the followiug: Neither shall money raised 
by taxation in any State be appropriated for the 
maintenance of any sectarian school or any sec- 
tarian institution.” The practice has grown up 
in all the States et incorporating St. Mary's.“ 
St. Peter's, St. John's,“ etc., charity schools 
or institutions, which are simply Catholic 
schools, Recourse is then had to the Legisla- 
ture the next year for appropriations for these 
charitable and benevolent institutions. Local 
politicians yield to the pressure, and vote thou- 
sands of dollars out of the general fund for 
these p The evil has become very great 
in New York, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, and 
other States.

In the Sengte, yesterday, the resolution of 
Senator Davis, of West Virginia, calling for 
an investigation of the accounts of the Treas- 
ury Department, being under consideration, 
Senator Boo rWEIL proceeded to explain what 
the uninitiated mover of the investigation 
might have seen before, perhaps, had he been 
better versed in the art of bookkeeping, and 
especially in the necessary intricate method 
in vogue in the Treasury Department. Mr. 
Bourwrzi., who appeared to have every fact 
in connection with Government accounts at 
his fingers’ ends, pointed out and explained 
several curious clerical errors in years past, 
and also showed how the debits and credits 


to the various funds were made in the differ- | 


ent bureaus. The work of making up the 
monthly and annual debt statements was 
also clearly described.

DOING BUSINESS ON CREDIT. 

The Democratic party in Congress have so 
far developed their policy on finances as to 
leave no room to doubt that they will repeal 
so much of the Resumption act as fixes a 
date for specie payments. But the vote on 
Hotman’s resolution proposing this measure 
indicates that the party was not disposed to 
act hastily on that question, nor to act at all 
until the Democratic Committees of Ways 
and Means and Banking and Currency shall 
have, if possible, matured a plan which is to 
take the place of the Resumption act of 


to destroy the one plan until another to 
take its place has been agreed upon. The 
fact is that while the majority of members of 
Congress are voluble enough on the stump 
in discussing financial questions, they dis- 
cover, when they meet in Washington, how 
little they do know; that many other men 
have different opinions, and how necessary it 
is to move cautiously ina very serious and 
responsible matter. No one of these men 
will accept the plan of the other, and it is to 
this general want of knowledge and diversity 
of judgment that the country owes its escape 
from the volume of crude and ignorant legis- 
lation which is proposed in Congress. 

The commerce of the world has, moreover, 
been largely revolutionized of late years. and 
the substitution of personal credit for capital 
has introduced new perils and dangers un- 
known in former times. Time was when the 
trading of the world was done by mer- 
chants holding their own capital, and 
enjoying a credit proportionate to their 
actual capital. This system has been 
gradually giving way. The capitalists have 
withdrawn as merchants, and have become a 
distinct class of lenders, and the men who do 
the active business no longer own the capital 


per gallon. Flour was dull and easier. Wheat 


1875. That is, the present purpose is not 


than if doing a smaller and safer business; 
and, while things go on smoothly and all his 
customers are equally fortunate in their spec- 
ulations, he continues to expand and grow 
rich. But there is but one end to specula- 
tion. whether on a large or small scale. An 
accident, a rumor, a comparatively small 
failure, or a startling defalcation, may dis- 
turb the market, may increase the rates of 
discount, or suspend discounts, and then the 
man dealing on credit is brought to a stand, 
and then he goes down, carrying with him 
regiments of others doing the same kind of 
business. The capitalists who, while the 
prosperoys trade continued, gleaned rich har- 
vests in income, gather the dividends of the 
bankrupt estates, and when the panic” is 
over look out for new customers among the 
adventurous and enterprising merchants who 
do business on credit. This revolution has 
become to a large extent an accomplished 
fact in England, so much so that the periodi- 
cal recurrence of commercial failures has 
been greatly shortened, and are so imminent 
at all times that banks, including the 
great National Bank, are often re- 
duced to the greatest straits to over. 
come the storms. This revolution— this 
expansion of commerce by the substitution 
of credit for capital, with the speculative 
and adventurous character given to trade—has 
made great progress in the United States. 
The panic of 1873 and other previous strin- 
gencies were paralyzing to merchants in the 
extent to which business was carried on with 
credit exceeding that justified by capital. The 
man doing business on his money is a far 
safer and more prudent merchant, and less 
liable to fail, than the man Who trades on 
credit, and who necessarily has to buy and 
sell more merchandise, and at less profitable 
rates, than his more substantial neighbor. In 
the one case, failure means personal ruin ; in 
the other, it means loss to creditors. 

In the review of the mercantile failures of 
1875 there was, amid the gloomy details, the 
encouragement that since 1873 there had 
been an improvement in the general charac- 
ter of trade, and it was due to the fact that 
the proportion of active and surplus capital 
held by merchants to the business done had 
largely increased and was increasing. The 
speculative merchants carried down during 
the bad seasons preceding had not resumed, 
and those who had survived and were able to 


| maintain themselves were those who owned 
7 


the capital invested in their trade. 

The credit mania is very alluring; a 
“rushing business” meets the idea of pros- 
} perity in the minds of thousands. When 
men pay a thousand dollars per foot for lands 
they have never seen, and when banks lend 
money on the bonds or stock of imaginary 
and insubstantial companies; when money 
itself is worth in coin but a fraction more 
than the cost of printing and stamping it, 
then the speculator and the dealer in credit 
considers the country at the zenith of pros- 


perity, and that credit is infinitely better 


than capital. This idea is largely represented 

in Congress; it has had its advocates 

in the Cabinet; it has its special friends 

on‘ all the leading committees, and 

has been publicly defended by candidates 

for the Presidency. It is not strange, 

therefore, that the average Congressman 

representing unsalable town lots, or the 

building of a non-paying railroad, or the 

creation of local debts, or the expenditure of 

| public money for public works, or any other 

scheme for using other people's money, is 

wild in advocating the perpetuity and expan- 

sion of the credit system. He wants the 

Government to be a magnificent and parental 

one. It is to him not a question of taxes, 

but of credit,—print the money and stanp it, 

and hang the man who won't take it. If out 

of a Congress, the majority of whose mem- 

bers are believers in credit and its unlimited 

expansion, there does not come on this sub- 

ject any vicious legislation, the country will 

have reason to be thankful. 

5 THE GAS-ORDINANCE BUSINESS. 

The Common Council last night passed an 

ordinance granting to the Consumers’ Gas- 

Light Company the right of way through the 

*public streets and alleys of Chicago, to tear 

them up, and to lay gas-mains and pipe. 

Pending a motion to reconsider the Council 

‘adjourned; and in the intervening week the 

Company will have to put up whatever sum 

of money may have been stipulated. No 

‘money, no ordinance; if the ordinance is 

worth having, it is worth paying for. That 

is the rule of the Ring. 

But the Common Council is not the 

only authority in such a case. Chicago is 

supposed to have a Mayor whose approval 

is necessary to give legal effect to this or- 

dinance should the motion to reconsider be 

»voted down. The ordinance as passed is 

singularly and significantly loose in its pro- 

visions. The license is given to this Compa- 

ny to tear up the streets and avenues of this 

eity at its pleasure. 

The ordinance requires the Company to 
give bond with two sureties to pay all dam- 
ages that may result from their excavatior,s, 
but this requirement is not of the least vr Jue 
and is merely formal. There was much dis- 
cussion in the Council as to who comtsrised 
the Company, and to whether it had any 
financial basis. The names mentioned in thy , 
Council as the supposed corporators are A. (.

WHO CAN MAINTAIN SPECIE-PAYMENTS. 

In Tux Tamoxx of a few days ago Mr. V. 
B. Dzxsxow had a letter suggesting that re- 
sumption could be brought about by the 
Government exchanging gold notes for its 
greenbacks at the rate of $85 of the former 
for $100 of the latter, redeeming the new 
notes on demand in coin, and reissuing and 
re-redeeming them as fast as they were pre- 
sented. He fortified his scheme by citing 
the examples of Austria and Russia, which he 
alleged had resumed specie payments and 
maintained coin-redemption of their Treas- 
ury notes for a number of years. At the 
breaking out of the Crimean war, Russia had 
for fourteen years maintained at par with 
gold a non-interest-bearing Government-note 
currency of 511,000,000 roubles.” ‘* What 
Austria and Russia have done successfully. 
under given circumstances, the United States 
ean do in like circumstances,” said Mr. D. 
We were not captured by these bold asser- 
tions, but pronounced them mere assump- 
tions unsupported by facts. It was shown 
that (1) the parallel which he tried to draw 
between resumption by Russia and Austria 
and by the United States was inexact, a case 


impracticable plan was tried with the most 
calamitous consequences by some of the 
American Colonies before and during the 
Revolution ; (3) that the United States could 
not keep up the redemption of the new notes 
if it reissued them.

which was issued in 1840 to take up from 
1, 700, 000, 000 to 1, 700, 000, 000 paper roubles 
worth 24 cents on the dollar. The facts in the 
e, according to the unimpeachable author- 
ity of the British Statesman’s Year Book, 
1875, pp. 366-7, are that the new currency was 
issued in 1843, not 1840; that it was put 
forth by the Russian danks, not by the Gov- 
ernment, and that it never was at par either 
before or since 1854, but has remained at a 
fluctuating discount of about the same as the 
American greenback. To render the character 
of Russian currency clear to the apprehension 
of the reader, we make the following quota- 
tion from the British Statesman’s Year 
Book for 1875. Having enumerated the 
bonded indebtedness, it says : 

Not included in this account are above 750,000,000, 000 
(roubles) of paper momey [each rouble is about 70 
cents) called Bills of Credit, issued by Government 
on the guarantee ef all the banks and other credit 
establishments of the Empire, united into a State 
Bank by Imperial decree of Sept. 1, 1859, The capital 
of these establishments, which are under the direc- 
tion and supervision of the Minister of Finance, is 
stated to amount to 96,241,618 roubles, or £13,748,802- 
The note-circulation ef Russia has increased very 
rapidly of late years, while the specie has diminished 
at the same time. The (Bank) guarantee fund of the 
note-circulation not smounting to more then one- 
tenth, it has been fonnd necessary to give them 3 
forced currency [legal-tender). Notwithstanding this 
(legal-tender) measure, gold and silver have been for 
many years ata premium varying from 10 to 1 per 
cent. 

The d on of public credit, through an 
illimited of paper- money, is of old stand, 
ing. In the reign of CaTmEeRIne II., the frst 
attempt, on « large scaie, was made to cover 
the annual deficits by e very liveral supply of paper 
roubles, the sum total of which atthe death of the 
Empress, 1796, amounted to 200,000,000 reubies. Dur-

It has met its current 
expenses by getting voluntary loans from 
foreigners, and forced loans from its own 
people, who had to accept irredeemable 
legal-tenders. It has never sincé the time of 
Catuerine II., in the last century, kept its 
currency at par; it has not a tithe of the 
4 cold hoard of $150,000,000 in coin” of 
which our correspondent writes with a con- 
temptuous disregard for facts; and its most 
successful attempt at resumption—an at- 
tempt which, after all, made its paper worth 
only 85 cents in silver, not gold,—was made 
by the banks, not by the Government.

The paper currency of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Sweden, Denmark, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Switzerland, and Canada is 
redeemed in coin because it is issued by pri- 
vate capital; while the currency of Russia, 
Austria, Italy, Turkey, Cuba, and the United 
States, which is issued by the respective Gov- 
ernments, is not redeemed, but is at a heavy 


and fluctuating discount. 


MIDDLEV.EN’S CHARGES. 

The change the railroads are making in the 
modern channeys of trade appears strikingly 
in the diversios, of the direct trade of Chi- 
cago from Ney York. The New York Cen- 
tral favors Zoston, the Pennsylvania Road 
favors Phils delphia. In consequence, of the 
foreign exy,orts of Chicago last year, equiv- 
alent to forty-five ocean cargoes of 
3,000 taras each, less than the equivalent 
of eigr.t such cargoes went through New 
Yorks Boston took eleven, Portland took 
one, and Philadelphia about twenty-five.

London, New York, and Chicago can do no 
more or less than accept the destiny it gives 


that can be done to improve the times and 
quicken trade, burdened almost to suppres- 
sion. Taxes can be reduced, and oppressive 
and needless charges on trade can be light- 
ened or removed, We are informed, for in- 
stance, of a case in which the charges in this 
city for storage, elevator-service, switch- 
ing, etc., amounts to $17 a car. The 
same work is done in Indianapolis for 
$5 a car. Complaints are made all 
through the West of the excessive charges 
upon handling grain, produce, and cattle in 
this city. These things are injuring the 
trade of Chicago, The outcry justly raised 
about the discriminations of railroads against 
Chicago should not divert our attention from 
reforming the abuses of which our dealers 
and handlers are guilty. Otherwise the 
newspapers will by-and-bye chrwnicle the 
diversion of the direct trade of the West from 
Chicago, as they are now recording the losses 
of New York in trade.

The witnesses who have beeu sum- 
moned heretofore were men whose testimouy 
bore directiy upop the management, legal and 
legal, of histiileries and rectifving houses. 
The evidence was entirely in regard to the man- 
afac:uie and disposal of crooked spirits, so far 
as regarded the guilt of the distillers and recti- 
fiers. This portion of the investigation may 
now be said to have closed. What remains is to 
fix upon the amount of blame or culpability at- 
taching to the Government officials, who, either 
m their capacity as Gaugers, or deputies, or of- 
fice clerks. connived with the distillers to de- 
frand the Government. 

Tue first witness in this portion of the inves-

There may be a difference of 
a very small fraction, s&y one-fiftieth part of a 
barrel, between a Gauger’s measurement and 
the actual contents of the barrel; that is, the 
barrel may contain just alittle more than the 
Gauger has estimated. Now, where a large 
quantity of spirits is produced in a day, this 
fractional part is apt to grow and to keep on 
growing, and in time it ‘amounts to something. 
When the goods are dumped into a rectifying 
house they are more é¢arefully measured per- 
baps, and the result, which is placed on form 
122, when compared with form 59, does not ex- 
actly correspond.

THINGS IN GENERAL. 

‘The dingy and insignificant-looking rear addi- 
tion to the Republie Life Building wore an as- 
pect more dismal and melancholy than ever yes- 
terday. Seen even upon the brightest of sum- 
mer days, with the warm light falling upon its 
Gilapidated roof! and streaming through the 
windows, obscured with cobwebs and dust, there 
is nothing in the Custom-House to attract the 
eye or inspire the mim.

ST. LOUIS. 
TRIAL AND CONVICTION OF GUENTHER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louisa, Jan. 18.—The war on the revenue 
robbers was reopened to-day by the trial and 
conviction of Arthur Guenther, ex-Revenue 
Agent and ex-Government detective, for accept- 
ing bribes while in office. The first count in 
the indictment charged that while occupying the 
position of Revenue Agent in 1871 he obtained 
the sum of $2,000 from the firm of Resecker & 
Engelke forthe purpose of inducing him to 
recommend the release of their rectifving house, 
which was then under seizure. The second 
count charged that in the year 1873 he obtained 
from F. W. Schroeder, a cigar manufacturer do- 
iog business at 621 North Main street, the sum 
of $1,000, which money was received in consid- 
eration for compromising a prosecation then 
pending against him in the United States Court 
for defrauding the Government. Revenue Dis- 
trict-Attorney Dyer and Assistant-Attorney Ped- 


drick represented the Government, and Gov. 


Fletcher the defendant. The defense objected to 
the first count for the reason that # charged the 
defendant with being a Revenue Agent at the 
commission of the offense, whiie. at the time, he 
was merely a Government detective, and had 
nothing to do with the revenue. The objection 
was sustained, and the defendant went to trial on 
the second count. F. W. Sc broeder testified that 
while an indictment was pending against him 
for having unstamped tobacco in his possession, 
Guenther came to him and stated that, if he 
would give bim $1,000 to hand over to Distriet- 
Attorney Patrick and his assistant, H. W. Bliss, 
the indictment would be nolle prosequied. 
Schroeder thereupon gave him the amount asked, 
but the case was not dismissed. Guenther af- 


terwards demanded more money from the wit- 
ness, but the latter was unable to pay it. Guen- 
ther told him that he could make up 
the monev by neglecting to enter 
upon his books the tobacco be manufactured, 
and that he (Guenther) would prevent the fraud 
from being discovered. A son of Schroeder cor- 
roborated the testimony of bis father. Ex-Dis- 
trict-Attorney Patrick and W. H. Blies both tee- 
tified that they kney nothing of the matter; 
that they had never spoken a word to Guenther 
about it; that they had never received a cent of 
the money; and that the-prosecution against 
Schroeder had never been suppressed, There 
was no evidence introduced for the defendant. 
After being out as half bonr the jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty 
on the firat count and guilty on the second. 
Guenther bas filed a motion for a new trial, and 
meantime remains at liberty pn his original 
bond of $5,000. Another indictment pending 
against them for conspiracy to defraud the rev- 
enue was dismissed on motion of the District 
Attorney. * 
M REE THE GREAT OBJECT OF INTEREST. 

Interest id the approaching trial of McKee in- 
creases every hour. and it is provable that his will 
be the most remarkable Whisky-liing case which 
bas been or will be tried. Both Government 
aud defendant eay they are ready for 
trial. A rumor is in circulation that 
Judge Voorhees, attorney for McKee, 
will file a motion to quash the indictment upon 
some supposed flaw in the phraseology, but 
McKee gays there is no foundation for the re- 
port, and that he will go to trial on the meérits 
of his case.

4 STORY THAT EVEREST IS COMING BACK. 

A strange story is afloat here about Everest, 
the ex-Gauger and debective, so long and anx- 
iousiy looked for by the Government as a wit- 
ness against the Ring. Everest's sister, a Mrs. 
Roberts, lives in this city on Mill street. In 
conversation with her friends she has 
stated that her brother, while in Europe, wrote 
McKee, Maguire, and Babcock that he was pen- 
niless, and that, if they did not desire him to 
return and testify agamet them, they must send 
him money to maintsin himself. Thev declined 
to remit funds to Everest, and he forthwith set 
sail for America. It is stated that McKee fears 
his testimony more than that of any witness 
summoned by the Government. If Everest 
does not divulge some very startling things. 
there will bea general disappointment. He is 
undoubtedly a bad witness for Maguire, aud his 
evidence will perbaps militate more against him 
than either McKee or Babcock. 

MAGUIRE WEAKENING. 

There is a pretty straight story in cirenlation 
that ex-Collector Maguire has male up his mind 
to plead guilty, and has so notified his attorneys, 
Henry A. Clover and Judge Voorhees. Of 
course it is impossible to get atthe truth of 
this report; but there are some very strong in- 
dications of its truth. The prosecuting atior- 
neys claim to have evidence mountain high 


against Maguire.

SUFFERING IRELAND.

Its Present Session in Ottawa Ad- 
dress of the Presideat and Record 
of Other Proceedings—Hospitality 

Extended to American Delegates. 

Special Dispatch to Thé Chicago irioune. 
Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 18.—Tne Dominion Boardo t 
Trade commenced its aunual session in the Par- 

liament building to-day. . 

After routine business had been transacted, it 
was agreed that the subject of protectiou be dis- 
cussed Thursday. 

Some remarks were thilo on the coasting 
trade between the United States and Canada; 
also, on the establishment of a Canadian Lloyds. 
These subjects will come up again. 

Mr. Fairweather, the President, in his address, 
alluded to the great benefits derived from this 
Association in disseminating information and 
promoting national feeling. He referred to the 
subjecis that would engage their attention, and 
said the perfection of the canal system of the 
country was most important, as upon that de- 
pended whether the cereal surpius of the West 
between the Ottawa Valley and the Rocky Meun- 
tains should seek the seaboard by the River St. 
Lawrence, or by the railways and water-ways of 
the States. He regretted not being able to offer 
congratulations upon the prosperity of the coun- 
try, and advised caution in undertaking enter- 
prises of great magoitude. He paid a 
high compliment to the National Board 
of Trade of the ‘United States, was 
happy to see gentlemen representing that body 
present, and hoped that the discussions about 
to take place would be conducted in a friendly 
spirit and free from warmth of feeling. 

The Committee on Credentials presented 3 
report to the effect that there were eighteen 
organizations, represented by forty-vive dele- 
gates, aggregating a membership of 2,033. 

Adam Brown, of Hamilton, moved that the 
Government be urged‘to press upon Her 
Majesty's Government the importance of nego- 
tiating a treaty with the United States to pro- 
vide for the mutual extradition of all criminals 
except those charged with political offenses. 
Mr. Elliott, of Toronto, supported the motion, 
which was carried. 

The question of recommending the Govern- 
ment to appoint Bank Inspectors to examine the 
revenues, circulation, ecurities, te., of ali 
chartered banks of the Dominion, was takea up, 
and, after short debate, lust. 

A telegram from L. J. N. Stock, of New York, 
was read, regretting that, owing to sickness in 
his family, be could not be present. 

The question of navigating the Lower gt. 
Lawrence during the winter months was taken 
up. The Hon. John Young, of Montreal, op- 
posed the scheme, as he considered it impracti- 
cable, and a motion to petition the Government 
to reconsider the question was voted down. 

Mr. Peonock, of Ottawa, offered a res- 
Olution that this Board memorailize the 
Government to make the inspection of 
butter, petroleum, leather, hides, as and 
provisions, including pork aud beef, compulsory. 
Mr. Luke, of Newmarket, opposed the motiou, 
unless it included the inspection of flour and 
other articles imported frem the United States. 
The motion was lost. 

Mr. Howland, of Toronto, moved that uniform 
standards for grain be adopted throughout the 
Dominion, pointing at the advantages such a 
system afforded in buying and selling flour, and 
considered that it would beequa!ly advantageous 
in grain. Carried. 

The Board adjourned at 4 p. m. 

The Hon. Alexander McKenzie, Premier, this 
evening entertained the delegates from the 
United States National Board of Trade and 
several other gentlemen now in the city atieud- 
ing the Dominion Board of Trade.

THE TURKISH PROVINCES. 
PRESENT OUTLOOK. 

Lowpon, Jan. 18.—The Times this morning 
publishes a letter from Vienna giving the fol- 
lowing account of the situation in the Turkish 
provinces: Partly from a sincere wish to end 
the insurrection and partly from the anxiety to 
escape intervention, the Sublime Porte is mak- 
ing great efforts to achieve pacification unaided. 
The new Turkish Commander, Mukhatar Pasha, 
and the new Governor, Ali Pasha, are to oo- 
operate to that end, the former by military 
dispositions, and the latter by political and dip- 
lomatic activity. The severe checks then isur- 
gents have recently suffered. and the large rein- 
forcements the Turks have lately received, rev- 
der offensive operations by the insurgents very 
improbable. Mukhatar Pasha seems likewise to 
bave instructions not to operate against tho ia- 
surgenta, but begin by the occupation of impor- 
tant positions and debouches of the 
Montenegrin frontier. Thereby a sort 
of cordon will be drawn to 
prevent the Montenegrins from assisting the 
insurgents, and the Turkish arms turued against 
those attempting to pass the frontier. So far as 
munitions of war and provisions are concerned. 
such a disposition might answer, but it would be 
ineffective against the sage of armed moun- 
taineers. The sort of truce thus established 
with the insurgents will be utilized by the Gov- 
ernor’s summoning an assembly at Mostar to 
draft a report of the grievances of the 
country, to be sent direct to the 
Sultao. The Sultan will then consider all just 
complaints, and make special concessions to 
Herzegovina. No ‘concessions will be possible 
without extending them to Bosnia also, which is 
scarcely practicaple, on account of the much 
larger population of Mussulmans in Bosnia, who 
aro already so excited and so fanatical that 
there is great danger of an outbreak leading to 
serious excesses. In order to solve this 
difficulty Herzegovina will de creat- 
ed an independent Vilaget. The 
circumstances of the two provinces are very dif- 
ferent, the proportion of Mohammedans to 
Christians in ia being 4 to C, and in Herz- 
egovina about as 1 to 2. None of the powers 
will grudge Turkey the merit of pacifying the 
insurgents unaided. On the contrary, all of 
them will be relieved from much inconvenience 
aud anxicts. Only after previous fruitless ef- 
forts, it iedoubtful whether this elereuth-hour 
one is likely to be much more successful. 

ENGLAND'S POSITION. 

Lowpow, Jan. 195 a.m.—The Times states 
that the Cabinet yeaterday resolved to give gen- 
eral support to Count Andraasy’s note. At the 
same time many questions may arise after the 
note shall be presented to the Porte. Those 
poiuts naturally await further cousideration. 

The Times, in an editorial on the decision of 
the Government, says: WLess than this 
would have been unworthy of the great 
country which holds the casting vote 
in deliberations of critical importance 
to the whole of Burope. The English \inisters 
were in a position jeaving them little choice. It 
is highly probabie the Turks would refuse to be 
bound by the note, if England rejected it. Aus- 
tria and Russia could not afford to sustain 
defeat. They would have insted in their 
proposals. If Turkey resisted, armed inter veu- 
tion would have been only the first and least 
of the consequences. However reluctant the 
Cabinet might be to sanction the most peaceful 
intervention, it would have been fooibardy if it 
encouraged the Porte to defy two powerful 
States. The means of applying the propositions 
of the note are far more serious than its pre- 
sentation. The application of reforms might 
lead to dangerous dieputes and armed 
intervention. It iw clear Austria is pre- 
pared to use stronger weapons than words if 
necessary. England has not the same reasons 
es Austria for undertaking the pacification 
of Herzegovina, She cannot be expected 
to run the same risks. They might differ also 
both with regard to the meaus and ends; there- 
fore it was a matter of course that the British 
Cabinet should hold itseif free to differ om any- 
thing Austria may propose after the presenta- 
tion of the note.”

It filled hundreds of sick chambers with a revolting 
suggestion of the charnel-house, and oned the air 
respired by thousands of delicate infants struggling 
for existence against the other disadvantages of city 
Nfe. Whose business was it to abate this nuisance that 
revisits the city ever and again with a recurring peri- 
Odicity ? Not the business of the Board of He th, 
certainly. It is true that the salafies of these ofticials 
are paid out of the pockets of the sufferers. It is true 
that they report, perfodically, the abatement of a cer- 
tain number of nuisances, while this great head and 
front of all nuisances obtrudes itself persistently upon 
the public. Is ft, also true that the proprietors of 
these rendering establishments occasionally see the 
officials of the Board of Health, and that the latter are 
also on such ocvasions “ sten“? 

The reason for all this lies in the fact that the Board 
of Health of Chicago rests,on a politica! basis, from its 
august head to its petty policeman. No young medical 
aspirant, with ambition and ability, ueed ever hope to 
obtain official connection With it by acquiring a know!l- 
edge of sinftary sctenee. The medical profession of 
Chicago is no more responsible for ita organization 
than for the conduct of a pork-packing establishment. 
Intimate acquaiptance with the short-hetred “ ele- 
ment—influence with “ the Bosses” and “ the boys “ 
_-this is the sole avenue of ingress, This is the bonffe 
stage, geutlemen, where, before the fovothghts, Prone 
Pat! and General goum act their droll parte for their 
Own pecuniary prefit. 

Aud poisoned the air respired by thousands 
of delicate infants struggling for existence 
against the other disadvantages of city life!“

It is equally well settled that the stench can 
be traced to Halsted and Thirty-seventh streets, 
but thatthe best men on the force” fail to 
find its lurking-place.

Tan Taroxge would suggest that the best 
men” go again in disguise, as the 
stink has evidently spotted them, It might 
be well for other best men to come up fiom 
the south aad attack the enemy in the rear, as it 
were, while its attention is engaged by the gen- 
tlemen at Halsted and Thirty-seventh streets, 
Then, again, the gentlemen of the Board of 
Health should remember that a stench is a good 
deal like an ostrich, and that when it hides its 
head it feels perfectiy secure. Now, if it hides 
at Halsted and Thirty-seventh streets, perhaps a 
stone tied to a string and thrown over the enemy 
at Fortieth street would bring it down. There 
are a dozen stratagems by which this nuisance 
might be brought within the embrace of the law. 
Some other stench from a rival house might 
induced to squeal, on promise of mmunity. 
All these things are worth trying for ; and bark 
vou, gentlemen of the Board of Health, you 
must try something. The simple fact that the 
Town Board of Lake have issued permits to 
these people to go on with their rendering- 
houses. does not relieve you of your duty to 
the people of Chicago. Under the charter, you

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THE ILLINOIS PENITENTIARY. 
The Investigation of the Alleged Ire 
regularities Hangs Fire. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Jouiet, Jan. 18.—There was considerable un- 
easinees in Penitentiary circles this morning. 
Oue of the Commissioners was especially per- 
turbed in reference to the investigation of yes- 
terday into the charges against the Purchasing 
Agent. Ille was greatly displeased that 
Tae Tripcnge reporter bad failed + to 
gratify the curigsity of the Board, and 
his language upon the subject was more 
forcible than elegant. He said that he did not 
believe any of the allegations against the Pur- 
chasing Agent, and was exceedingly ndisy iu his 
condemnation of everybody he could connect 
with the charges, especially the reporter. He 
thought that it was not enough for the 
reporter to be satisiied as to the truth- 
fuiness of the charges, but it was his duty 
to satisfy the Board in the matter, while at 
the same time be appeared to understand 
that he had access to the same sources of infor- 
mation that the reporter had in the particular 
tranraction. He was equally irritated against 
Mr. Wilcox, of this city, who hed peremptorily 
refused to testify before the Board iu the mat- 
ter, and bad given bis reasons therefor. 

Later ia the day, however, when the certifi- 
cates of Baker aud Wilcox were seen in Tux 
Tibor, be was not pear so violent toward the 
reporter, and his language was much modiiied. 
He thon said that he was

of the whole affair, and would spare po pains to do 
it.

The specific allegation 
that the State paid 30 cents a bushel asa proit 
to some one on the purchase of 134 busbeis of 
potatoes, and taat person not the one from 
whom they were bought, having been 
proven to the sestisfaction of the Board., 
it would seem to require it. Mr. Wilcox says 
the percentage was paid to him aad he paid it to 
the Purchasing Agent.

“THE GAS QUESTION, 
A ew Facts About the Consumers’ Gas 
and Coke Comptny. 


If It Has Good Backing, the Same Is Not 
Yet Discernible, 


Ons of the Corporators Denies that It Was 
Organized for Black-mailing 
. Purposes, 


Trreune reporters yesterday made diligent in- 
quiry in regard to the Consumers’ Gas-Light 
and Coke Company, which was brought into a 
rather premature existence by the action of the 
Council Monday night. The task was decidedly 
an uupleasant one in so far as finding out its real 
financial status. Those who are supposed to 
know, knew nothing—that is, to the reporters, 
and complacently placed their hands over their 
mouths when questioned, and said that which 


gave no satisfaction. 

A Tripung reporter yesterday morning called 
on Gen. McArthur, one of the incorporators, at 
the Post-Office. The General was too much en- 
gaged to see a reporter. Ahalf-sheet of wrap- 
ping-paper, containing Tux Tareune investi- 
gator’s name, was sent within in the 
hands of a medium-sized youth, who 
returned ~ shortly after and stated 
that the General was not ready to be pumped” 
by the reporters just yet, or words which would 
imply the same meaning. He, bowever, sent 
out a slip of paper upon which were 

THE FOLLOWING NAMES: 
A. C. Rand. Charles H. Nash, John McArthur, 
II. W. Brown. These gentiemen, it was given to 
understand, were the incorporators of the Com- 
pany, aud, of course. are thoroughly ‘* responsi- 
ble,” according to the incorporators own state- 
ments. Among business men generally these 
gentiemen are not particularly recognized as ex- 
tensive capitalists.

Nash is not very well known 
here, Gen. McArthur owns s8 foundry, 
and Mr. Browa is a gentieman who is weil 
kaown here, and who has sunk « great deal of 
money iu Chicago. This was about all that the 
reporter could find out in regard to 
THE INCORPORATORS’ FINANCIAL STANDING, 

It is known that the naphtha process is used in 
Detroit with success, but there real capital 
pushed the matter. There the concern erected 
works, laid mains, and competed with the old 
company, and is now trying to buy it out. 

In New York, the Mutual Gas Comvany manu- 
factures gas under the same patents, but there 
it joined with the five otber companies in ex- 
istence in that city. and charges 25 cents per 
1. 000 feet more than they do lu sections where 
there is no competition or territory, otherwise 
they ebarge from $2.25 to $2.50, as do the old 
col panies. — + * 

It is not to be presumed that the Consumers’ 
Company will act any different here if they ever 
build works. The parties, it is alleged, tried to 
sell their patent to the Chicago Gas-Light ana 
Coke Company, under threat of getting a fran- 
chise from the city. In 1871 they endeavored to

but failed, and tater again jast year, when the 
scheme once more felt through. Previous to 
that they had procured an act of incorporation 
as the Consumers’ Gas-Light and Coke Company, 
from springfield, which they now bold. When 
the list of ineorporators was 80 valiantly handed 
to the reporter, torough the medium of the 
small boy, yesterday, it failed to give the

Mesers. Billimgs and Garrison, he stated, had 
‘ceased to love,” as it were, and their paths for- 
aver in the future were wide «apart, and this 
would result in bis trying to compete im the 
making of gas. As to Mr. Dean, be and Mr. 
Garrubu were mortal enemies. They would 
never join capital over the breach, even in Chi- 
cago, for the manufacture of gas, and that, 
therefore, the matter stood in a grand blank for 
he future as to who would likely be the lucky 
man. 4 : 
THEY WOULD BUILD WORKS, 
however, within @ year, but where, end when 
they would commence, was one of those peculiar 
impenetrable mysteries which are never explained. 
He stated further, amid the consohng fumes of a 
fragrant Havana, “that the thing was all 
right; to let it alone.”

He denied that any remuneration was offered 
or giveu to any member of Council for the 2 
age of the ordinance, and that the thing didn’t 
cost #25,000 to put through, as ie generally as- 
serted. He acknowledged that Gen. McArthur's 
interest consisted in getting the pipe contract 
for the new company for his foundrv, as times 
are hard, and he wants to get his concern in mo- 
tion, and keep it so. 

Gen. McArthur naturally, under such cireum- 
stances, wouid act rather discretionary, and de- 
clined to state anything to those vicious, prying 
reporters, who are elways unearthing something 
for the interests of the public, much to the dis- 
gust of those shown up. 

In conclusion, it is at least safe to assert that 
the Company may have some financial backing, 


but it remains from view; it is wholly irrespon- 


sible at present, and the aggregate capital of 
the incorporators named 1s very small indeed.

WHY CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS WERE BEGUN} 

There is probaply no reason, if the statements 
made yesterday are true, why the secrecy cbn- 


cerning the mysterious indictment found fay 


| longer observed. If it had been found against 
a person suspected of an inclination to evade 
the law and to flit the moment he heard that 
proceedings had been begun against him, it 
would be different. But in this case nothing of 
the sort is to be feared, if the person 
alleged to be indicted should be the one 
mentioned below, for if such be the case he will 


unquestionably appear before the bar ot the 
Court 80 soon as he reaches town, and demand 
an immediate trial upon all the indictments 
found against him, which he and many othérs 
believe to be simply a scheme of persecution.’ 

Some surprise was created a couple of weeks 
ago by the returning of indictmenw against J. 
Y. Scammon and J. 8. Reed tor frauds perpe- 
trated while one was President and the ether 
Cashiet of the Mechanics’ National Bank. Mr. 
Scammon was then in Washington, where he has 
since remained, and has not, consequently, yet 
appeared to answer to them. It was not then 
known , 

WHO THE PARTIES WERE 
who were pushipg these criminal proceedings. 
It was — at one time, that it was Mr. 
Harvey Lightuer, of Peoria, who was elecied 
President of the Mechanics’ National after Mr. 
Scammon’s withdrawal in January of 1874, and 
who was a large stockLoider in the defufct 
bank. This assumption was based on the fact 
that Mr. Lightner had begun in September 
of last year a civil suit, setting forth sub- 
stantially the ailegations made in the inditt- 
ments.

TWENTY-ONE YEARS. 
HENRY) DAVIS PLEADS GUILTY AND 18 SENTENCED. 

Sivce the disagreement of the ‘jury in the case 
of Henry Davis, charged with the murder of C. 
D. Whyland on the afternoon of Nov. 25, the 
public have been anticipating the result of a 
second trial with no incousiderable interest. The 
crime was regarded at the time of its commis- 
sion and since as one of the most uncalled-for 
and brutal homicides which the criminai annals 
of Cook County record, and when the fact that 
the jury had failed to agree was announced un- 
bounded surprise was expressed by Chicagoans 
that a case so clearly proven should not have 
been disposed of beyond any chance of a re- 
hearing. 

Since the conclusion of ‘the trial the State’s 
Attorney has seen fit to accept of piea of guilty 
of manslaughter, and yesterday morning this 
plea was made in open Court, and the accused 
sentenced to twenty-one years’ confinement in 


the Penitentiary at Joliet. 


Judge Rogers, before whom the case had been 


and Davis, who appeared in \excellent health. 
was brought up from the jail. 
MR. REED 
said that he and Col. Van Arman had consi tere! 
the matter, and bad agreed to agree Ww the 
counsel for the defense in permitting the 
risouer to withdraw his plea and enter another. 

e had had a fair trial, and the jury had dis- 
agreed, and it was not perbape probable that 
another jury would have a different experience. 
While he had the same regard for the enormity 
of the crime which he had at first, he was still 
willing to permit the change of the plea, and 
that the prisoner should place himself at the 
diseretion of the Coart. 

Mn. VANARMAN 
said that he still believed Davis’ crime to be 
murder. bat he was willing to agree to that 
which was the resuit of a confereuce between 
hineelf, Mr. Reed, aod the counsel‘ for the de- 
feuse. He did not agree to this to save the 
trouble of a new trial, for that he did not take 
into — “a a But he agreed in defer- 
ence to that great charity of the law which ia- 
duiges everybody. Under the pica of man- 
slaughter the Court had full power to punish 
him as long as it saw fit, and be tuought that, 
as a whole, it was perhaps best to leave it to the 
Court's disposition. 
MR. O'BRIEN 

was, of course, gratified that such a conclusion 
had been reached, aud pleased that the matter 
should beso arranged. In fixing the sentence, 
he hoped the Court would consider the 
surroundings, as, for example, the pub- 
le opinion, which had been stirred up by 
the press, the press which was so potent 
in its influence on publie opir ion, and 
which had created so much prejudice against bis 
client. He bad seen worse cases than that of 
Davis’ acquitted. As toa new trial, he would 
remind the Court that it must be drawn from the 
same elements as had the previous ope, and 
there was a probability that the result would be 
the same. The Court would, he hoped, bear in 
mind the standing of the jury in its fioal con- 
sideration of the case, which, he understood 
was, three for acquittal, four for manslaughter, 
and five for murder. He would also suggest 
that unless there had been a wonderful sight of 
perjury it must be agreed that the prisoner had 
committed the crime unknowingly. Col. Van 

Arman did not understand it Mr. O’Brien’s way. 
He believed, on the contrary, that there was 
not one of tne jurymen for acquittal. Mr. 
O'Brien replied that he knew whereof he spoke, 
which brought from the Colonel the reply that 
he did not think any one knew how that jury 
stood. 1 think I am in a positionto know, 
and that is the result of my belief,” rejoined Mr. 
O’Brien. ptil! Col, Van Arman asserted that be 
thought other didu t know. 

THE SENTENCE. 

Davis was then asked to stand up, which ho 
—4 in front of the Bench, and Judge Rogers 
Said : 

Nr. Davis, I am informed that you desire to 
plead guilty to manslaughter. Are you aware of 
what the consequences may be 7” 

Davis—I believe I am. 

The Judge—Under this plea it will be the duty 
of the Court to send you to the Peniientiary for 
a term not less than one year, and it may exteud 
to life. With this understauding, do you still 
wish to piead guilty ? 

Davis —Yes, sir, I do. 

Jadge—I listened to all the evidence ia this 
important case attentively, aud aleo to the very 
able arguments of the counsel, both for the 
prosecution aud the deiense. i gave to ali these 
due consideration. I believed the defendant 
guilty of murder, and I 
for his sake, and 
terest of the county, that the jury would 
agree upon a verdict of some kind. Bat they 
did not. I felt, however, that it was not a case 
where capital puniehment would be justifiable; 
and had the jury rendered a verdict for the death 
penaity 1 should not bave been eatisfied. On 
the other band, had they found him guilty of 
murder, and fixed his punishment at a long term 
of imprisonment, the Court would bave been 
satistied, 

In this case I take into consideration the fact 
that the defendant was intoxicated; that he had 
long suffered from a matady which, whether epi- 
lepsy or not, had undoubtediy affected his mind 
and rendered him liable to fits. It seems, too, 
if the prisoner's testimony is to be believed, 
that for some time previous to the bomicide be 
had refused to take anything intoxicating, until 
finally, on entering the St. Elmo restaurant. he 
was invited by Whyieod himéelf to throw dice 
for the drinks, Whyland, meanwhile, calling 
bis attention to the beautifal appearance of the 
dish of egg-nog before them. Unfortunate- 
ly, the invitation was accepted, and one drink 
followed another till Davis became completely 
intoxicated. I mention this not so much to 
sbow the fact of intoxication, for that is really 
not an cxcuse for crime, but to show the rela- 
trons that existed at the time between the two 
men. All of these circumstances I take into 
consideration. and I shall ux a penalty which 1 
think will be just and proper under the circum- 
stauces. Whether it satisfies the public or not, 
is no concern of mine. That is a question 
which no Court should consider for a moment, 
in trying & case of this sort, or of anv other sort. 
The only question is, what is the evidence in the 
case, aud what are the rules of law applicable to 
that case ?

THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 

The Sanitary Superintendent's report for the 
week ending Jan. 15, as submitted at the regular 
weekly meeting of the Board of Health yester- 
day afternoon, shows a total of 138 deaths, of 
which 16 were caused by scarlet fever, showing 
a slight increase in the ravages of that disease. 
There died of convulsions, 14; consumption, 
15; r 18; bronchitis, 7; diphtheria, 
3; old age, 5; and one each by typhoid fever, 
cholera infantum, and scrofula. Compared with 
the preceding week, there was a decrease of 5 in 
the total number of deaths, and an increase of 
5 over the corresponding week of the previous 
year. There were males, 67; females. 71; col- 
ored, 4; married, 45; single, 93; under 1 year 
of age, 35.

Fourth Annual Convention of 
the Illinois Farmers’ As- 
sociation. 


The Yeomanry Don't Seem to Enthuse 
on the Subject. 


How Secretary Smith Essayed to Curb 
the Fiery, Untamed Independent 
. Legislator. 


Srveciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Bioominoron, III., Jan. 18.—The fourth an- 
nual Convention of the Farmera’ Association 
assembled this morning at 9 o’clockin Durley 
Hall. The aitendance, as compared with former 
years, was very small indeed, and composed 
nearly entirely of politicians aspirants for office, 
many of them recent office-holders, snd legis- 
latore. About fifty were present when the hour 
for exercises arrived. The Association met in 
the same hall two years ago and nearly filled its 
parquette, while the handful of delegates to-day 

were well-nigh lost in the ball’s immensity. 

ADDBESS OF PRESIDENT FLAGG. 

The meeting was called to order by the Hon. 
W. C. Piagg, its President, who addressed the 


Convention in brief and appropriate words:

SECRETARY'S BEPOLT, 

Secretary Smith then read his report, which 
proved ‘to be one of bis characteristic and 
egotistic political stump-speeches. full of 
the big 1.“ The only statistical in- 
formation educed by him was that 
his pocket is out $87.35, and that he has 
had no recompense for his untiring labors. Mr. 
Smith spoke nearly an hour, reviewing the bie- 
tory of the Association in detail. He lamented 
that general apathy seems to prevail among the 
Farmers Clubs, and that one by one they are 
dying of inanition, the attendance at State meet- 
ings year — year growing beautifully less. And 
yes the oe of the Association were not 
achieved. ‘Taxes, interest, and railroad tariffs 
were high; corn was available in the Far 
West only for fuel, and all that saved 
farmers from being ruined was the 
high price of pork. He advocated reform 
first of all in school-district, township, and coun- 
ty government, and thence upward into the 
‘* Legislature and Congress. He did not con- 
sider it essential to send our cultured men (for 
that would bar out Smith et id omne genus), but 
by all means send honest and capable men. He 
urged a revival in the Association, and hoped 
that the organization would be kept aliveas a 
continual menace to the encroaching capitalists 
and extortioners. 

The report of the Treasurer, J. H. Pickrell, 
showed receipts, $530.78 ; disbursements, $527 ; 
balance on hand, $3.78. 

SMITH ON THE INDEPENDENTS. 

In reading his report, 8. M. Smith m bitter in- 
vective denounced the last Legislature for its 
acts, and especially was severe on the Independ- 
ents for their course.
